And good health, the greatest earthly blessing, has 
generally prevailed; no epidemic,.nor, malignant form of disease 
has appeared among us. Forthese blessings we should, as a peo- 
ple. be devoutly thankful; for they are all the gift of that God in 
whose hands are the fortunes of men and nations.

FEDERAL RELATIONS. 


By the Constitution it is made my official duty to recommend 
to your consideration “such measures as {I deem necessary and 
expedient.” In the performance of this trust, I will first call your 
attention to our Federal Relations, which are now, or are appar- 
ently about to become of a most alarming and dangerous charac- 
ter. If I could, consistently with my duty, avoid this question, I 
would assuredly do so; for in magnitude and importance, it swal- 
lows up all others. I approach it with a deep sense of the res- 
ponsibilities of my position, and the mighty issues which it involves. 
In this view, I pledge myself to you, and to my country, only to 
recommend such measures as I deem most urgently necessary and 
expedient. It is the interest of my country, as well as of your 
country, that is to be considered. It is the home of my wife and 
of my children, as well ag of your wives and «o your children ; 
and here is all that I have, and all that I am, and all that I can 
ever be. These are the pledges which 1 brag of my love of 
country—the hostages which I offer for my fidelity to the Constitu- 
tion and the Union. 

As the measures which I have thought it my duty to recommend, 
are of a most decisive character, and may involve the most porten- 
tous consequences, it is due to the occasion, that [ should endea- 
vour to shield myself and my motives from the assaults of those 
who may differ with me in opinion; for I am fully aware that 
those measures will be assailed by some, as looking to a dissolu- 
tion of the Union. But I differ in opinion with those who think 
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thus; and aver that the measures which I have recommended, are 
conservative in their character, and involve the only remaining 
chance for the preservation of the Union—I mean, of course, the 
Union of co-equal sovereign States, such as our fathers left us, 
and such as the Constitution properly understood and carried out 
has made us—and not a Union óf superior and inferior States— 
a governed and governing section. I do not believe that there is 
any Mississippian who per se either desires or seeks a dissolution 
of the Union, provided his rights of person and of property can 
be protected under it; while I equally hope, that there are none 
so base, as to tamely submit to a violation of their personal and 
constitutional rights. For myself, I can truly say, that if on ihis 
earth I have one object of Idolatry, it is to be found in my devo- 
tion fo the constitutional Union. There never has been one day 
in my existence, in which I did not feel ready to defend it at any 
peril—even that of life itself. I fully appreciate its value. With 
it are associated ail the glorious recollections of the past, the pos- 
perity of the present, and' our hopes for the future ; and no man 
can more earnestly desire its preservation than I do. > And my re- 
commendations are made upon a full conviction, that in their 
adoption is to be found the only means by which it can be preserv- 
ed. Inthe contingency contemplated—that is, the election of an 
Abolition President—the issues which I propose must be mace and 
met. ‘ihe dangers to the Union are not to be found at the South, 
but at the North, The position of the South is entirely defensive. 
The aggression and sectional agitation exists only in the non- 
slaveholding States. We have no sectional organization ; but, on 
the contrary, seek, by every means in our power, to make our ac- 
tion national. We assail no northern institution of any descrip- 
tion whatever; nor have we the power or the will todo so. Such 
has been our devotion to the Union, that from the earliest exis- 
tence of the Government, up to the present time, our course has 
been one of constant concession to the North. Even before the 
adoption of the present Constitution, we yielded up all of the 
North-Western Territory, (an empire of itsel£) from which the 
free States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and Wisconsin 
have been formed. Again, in 1820, we gave up all of Louisiana 
north of latitude 36, 30, to the unjust demands ofthe northern 
S,ales. Again, upon the acquisition of Texas, we yielded up to 
th e same line of 36, 30, and in asdition to all this, the North, in 
1850, seized upon all of California, which, with the previous pos- 
session of Oregon, has given to her the entire Pacific coast. All 
this we have done and submitted to, in the spirit of fraternity, foi 
the sake of peace, and the Union. How different the conduct of 
the North. She has shown both the power and the will for our ` 
assailment. This has been manifested upon the.admission of Mis- 
souri, whica was. delayed for two years, owing to a clause in her 
Constitution permitting slavery. Again, upon the admission of 
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Téxas. Again, in seizing upon all of California, though nearly 

one half of it lay south of the Missouri Compromise line. And 

also in her continued agitation of the slavery question for the past 

twenty-four years, and her present efforts to effect a sectional, anti. 

slavery organization, by which to elect an Abolition President, for 

which no earthly motive can be assigned, but that of hostility to 

us and our institutions. This (the Presidency) is the last and only 
department of the Government from which we have any hope of 
protection. Will not the election of an Abolitionist to the Presi. 

dency, on a purely sectional issue, make it full time to ask our. 

selves the question, what will be our situation with such a result 

accomplished? There is, or can be but one answer, and that is, 

that we are a conquered people. Yes, as much a conquered. peo- 

ple as if we had been subjugated by the sword. It is true that the 

form and mockery of voting, and sending members to Congress 

will still be allowed to us, but of what real value will this be 2 

What good will we derive from the fact of having members there, 

who, on all questions affecting our interests, must forever vote in 

a minority? This would be to us no ‘protection whatever; and 

would be a position of degradation to which no man who was 

worthy to represent you, could or would stoop. On such conditions | 
you could only be represented by some heartless, soulless wretch, 

who would, at all times, be ready to sell, or betray your interests, 

for the enjoyment of some petty office, which no Abolitionist want- 

ed. You would then be in the exact condition in which the British ` 
Government proposed to place your Fathers before the Revolution, 
That Government then offered to the Colonies representation in 
the British Parliament in proportion to numbers. The men of 
the Revolution with Washington at their head, indignantly rejected 
the proposition. And why? “Because such representation would 
have been but nominal—not real. Such a representation would 
have been a helpless, hopeless minority, who could have been of 
no real service to their constituents. If you are willing now to 
accept, or submit to such a position, all the blood of the Revolution 
was shed in vain. It was for you, that your Fathers submitted to 
all the toil and danger and death of a seven years’ war. They 
conquered for your liberty and independence. It is your duty to 
transmit it unimpaired to your posterity. 

I am aware that thereare some persons, even at.the South, who 
do not take so strong a view as I do of the consequences likely to, 
result from the election ot an Abolitionist or Black Republican to 
the Presidency. But how they reason to such a conclusion is past 
my finding out : or how they can fiad it in their hearts to submit to 
a position so degrading, is beyond my comprehension. If they 
would but ask themselves the question, what influence or participa- 
tion they will have in the Federal Government after the election of 
a Black Republican, or abolition President? they would be satisfi- 
ed. For they could receive but one answer, which must be, you 
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are a conquered people, and stand to your Government as Ireland 
does to that of great Britain, or Poland to that of Russia. 

You will perceive that 1 use the term Abolitionist and Black 
Republican as synonimous, . Is not this correct !' Both parties are 
sectional in their organization. They have one common bond of 
union ; which is the anti-slavery fanaticism of the North, which 
has its origin in hostility to you and your institutions. The rabid 
abolitionist, in my opinion, is the least dangerous of the two. He 
is open and bold in his attacks—defiant of ali laws humam and di. 
vine—while the Black Republican is more wary in his approaches, 
and more insidious in his attacks—he erects his batteries—he 

lants his guns and draws his lines of circumvallation around you, 
and will flatter you with professions, until he is prepared to de. 
mand your unconditional surrender. This demand he will asur- 
edly make, so soon as he has elected the President. He will then 
be in the full possession of the Government. And rely upon it, 
that he will soon thereafier cry “havoc and let slip the dogs of war,” 
unless you shall be fully prepared to defend yourselves ‘and ‘your 
institutions. 

Are not these apprehensions fully justified by the sayings and do. 
ings of the Abolition party ? They have no bond of union, but in 
their hostility to slavery: and without it, to bind them together, 
they could not exist as a party for one day. In fact they would not 
bea party. For ina political or philosophical sense, a party is 
any large number ofthe citizens of a nation, who in consequence 
of a concurrence of opinion on political questions, unite in their 
action, for the purpose of carrying out their opinions in the admin- 
istration of the Government. Now [ would ask on what political 
questions do the members of the Black Republican party agree or 
concur except in that of slavery, as it exists at the South—and the 
determination by every means, which they can com:: ass, to seek its 
overthrow ? That party is composed of the Abolition party, of the 
greater part ot the Old Whig party, the American party, the Free- 
Soil party and a large portion of the heretofore Democratic party. 
Now what concurrence of opinion can, possibly, exist in so hetero- 
genious an organization. They have no public policy, or common 
principles, by which they propose to administer the government— 
and I greatly doubt if any position can be found outside of the sla- 
very question, or spoliation of the South, upon which they would 
be found to agrée. ‘Then, when you thus see, to what an extent | 
this anti-siavery sentimient over-rides and masters all others, have 
you not reason to fear for your institutions, in the event of the elec- 
tion of an Abolition President? What but the most rabid fanati- 
cism can induce Whigs, Democrats, Abolitionists, Free Soilers and 
Americaus to unite with the black Republican party—who, with 
William H. Seward at its. head, and as its mouth-piece, has de- 
clared, that the conflict on the slavery question is irrepressible, and 
that slavery must be abolished inthe South or it must and will be 
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established at the North, and who, soas to be rid of all censti- 
tutional difficulties, has proclaimed a higher law—a law of con- 
science, which is superior to the decrees of the Supreme Court, 
and paramount to the Constitution? The Supreme Court in the 
Dred Scott case has said that on the question of slaves and other 
property in the Territories, or elsewhere: “The only power con- 
ferred (by the constitution’ upon Congress) i is the power coupled 
with the duty of guarding and protecting the owner in his rights." 
The Abolitionists and Black Republicans deny the correctness of 
this decision. And though made by the Supreme Court of the 
U ited States, the tribunal of last resort ; and beyond which there 
is no appeal but to the sword, refuse to usthe protection which it 
establishes—and are unwilling to administer the Government upon 
its principles. But on the contrary, affirm, that it is the duty of 
Congress to prohibit slavery in the Territories, and with the least 
possible delay, to abolish it everywhere. They assume that the 
slavery question is irrepressible, and act upon this proposition. If 
this be true, the continuance of the Union is. n impossibility, and 
the sooner dissolved the better for all parties. 

But not only has the Abolition party absorbed the old Whig 
party at the North, but also the Free-Soil and American party, 
and it is also to be feared that it has to some extent demoralized 
1f nct destroyed the Democratic party there. It has intro- 
duced a new idea into the creed of a portion of the party. And 
which idea is but another evidence of the tremendcus power of 
the Northern Abolition sentiment. ‘This new idea is that there is 
a power in a Territorial Government which either by non-action 
or hostile legislation can exclude slavery from the Territories. 
And this they affirm, and propose to do, in the very teeth of the 
decision of the Supreme Court of the United States, and in defi. 
ance of the Constitution of the Union—for the decision of the 
Supreme Court has removed all questions as to our right to enter 
the ‘Territories with our slaves, under the protection of the Con- 
stitution. 

"Those who hold this doctrine admit that Congress cannot inter. 
vene, or legislate, for the purpose oi excluding slavery from a 
Territory, or for its introduction there. This is true, but they then 
go on to say that the ‘Territorial Legislature may do so either by 
non-actional or hostile legislation ; and this they affirm-in defance 
of the Supreme Court, which says that Congress has no power to 
exclude slavery from a Territory, nor can it confer such power on 
a Territorial Government. I would ask how it is possible for a 
Territorial Government. it being but the creature of the Federal 
Government, with no inherent power of sovereignty, to exercise 
such power in defiance of the Court and ‘the Constitution ? It is 
simply an absurdity to suppose such a case. But say our oppo. 
nents, it may be true that we cannot keep you out by prohibitory 
legislation, but we can do so by refuting all legislation, thereby 
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entirely denying protection to your slave property. They appear 
to forget that there are sins of omission as well as those of commis- 
sion, and that a failure to protect slave property in the Territo- 
ries, would be such sins; because the right being secured to us 
to go there under the constitution, and the decision ofthe court. Can 
it be that a Territorial Legislature, by non-action can nullify a 
constitutional right, already adjudicated by the Supreme Court to 
every citizen of the slave-holding States? This the Territorial 
Legislature could not do without being guilty of the most gross 
dereliction of duty; as each member of the Legislature takes an 
oath to support the Constitution of the United States; and it 
would be supporting it with a vengeance, were they to refuse to 
protect slave property, expressly with the view of depriving fifteen 
of the sovereign States of the Union of their just rights under 
that instrument, thereby intervening to exclude slavery from the 
Territories. ] 

It is a part of the system of the advocates of this doctrine to 
get rid of this question by the slang phrase of “it is idle to expect 
Congress or the Territorial Legislature to spend all their time 
in making a slave code for the South." This allegation is un - 
worthy of those who make it. It is an appeal to vulgar prejudice. 
The South has never any more asked for a slave code, than she 
has asked for a land code. The same law that protects one spe. 
cies of property will ; rotect another, and all that we ask is not to 
be discriminated against. ‘That is, if you make it a crime to 
steal money, a horse, or a cow, make it also a crime to steal a 
negro—or if you allow cows, horses or other property to go into 
the territories, and provide for them legal protection, do the same 
for negro property. ‘This idea is a new one. When in times 
past, in Congress, we have talked of or made compromises—and 
affirmed the doctrine of non.intervention by Congress—all that 
was ever meant by the South or any one else was that we would 
never ask the aid of Congress to legislate slavery into any Terri- 
tory. In other words we agreed to leave the question of right to 
the Supreme Court ef the United States. This is apparent by all 
that was said and done at the time of the attempted Clayton com. 
promise. It was equally apparent at the adoption of the compro. 
mise measures of 1850, and was part and parcel of the Kznsas 
and Nebraska bills. That is, we agreed that if the court should 
adjudicate to us the right to go to the Territories with our slaves, 
then at our pleasure, we would exercise that right. But on the 
contrary if the court should decide against our right (though it might, 
be against our convictions) that ve would acquiesce in, and abide 
by such decision. But how any man can have tne hardihood to 
assert, or the folly to believe, that the Scuth ever made a compro- 
mise, by which she rgreed that even though the question of right 
under the Constitution, should be settled by the Supreme Court in 
her favor, that notwithstanding she agreed to be excluded by the 
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. praetica] working of this doctrine, of squatter sovereignty, is at 


east marvellously absurd. I venture the assertiøn that at the time 


. of the adoption of the compromise ‘measures of 1850, no single 
. meraber of Congress ever thought of any other result, than that if 
, the Supreme Court decided. the question of right in favor of the

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This réeults from the teaching of the higher law-—and isin direct 
conflict with-all that men once thought just and. hopeat., The idea 
that there is a power in a Territorial Legislature paramount to 
the Constitution, when expounded by the court, is so great an ab. 
aurdity that I'am at a loss-to determine how it ever found, a lodge- 
ment én the mind of any sane politician. [aver that the 
only questions eyer heretofore at issue between the North and the 


` . South were, had the South the right to take her slaves into the 


Territories, or bad Congress the power to prohibit the exercise of 
such right? Both these questions, have been decided in favor.of 
the South. And still a very large majority of the Northern people 
deny to us the peaceable enjoyment of this right, and under vari- 
ous pretences seek to exclude us from the Territories, and thereby 
to defeat the provisions of the Constitution: and the decisions of 


. the court in our fayor. The court in the Dred Scott case has de- 


cided that we cannot be excluded by any power from the Territo- 
ries, and that when there, it is the duty coupled with the obligation 
of the government to protect us in the enjoyment of our rights. 
Is this not manifestly a proper decision of the question? The 
court affirms our right to enter the Territories, and the correctness 
of the decisión is admitted thus far by the advocates of territorial 


"sovereignty. [s not this admission fatal to their conclusion, and to 


their eutire doctrine of squatter sovereignty? "They admit the 
right to enter as secured by the Constitution, but they deny a 
remedy for the invasion of that right; or in other words, they deny 
the obligation of, either the. Territorial Government or of Con. 
gress to protect that right. ‘Fhis is:an abuse of terms. Every 
legal right must have it? corresponding legal remedy, or means 
of maintaining that right. The right can exist but through the 
remedy. It would be au absurdity to say that I had a right to a 
house of which I was an occupant, but that notwithstanding such 
right, if I tes for one hour leave such house, and it should be

Fam apprehensive that there are some, though I-hope not many, 
even in the South, who, in the event of the election of an :Aboli- 
tion President, will be opposed to making a‘direct issue with the 
North. ‘The only apology or explanation I cah give for such con- 
duct, is that “ they know not what they do.” ` Their course Jeads 
either to unconditional submission, or the entire abolition of sla. 
very, with the utter ruin of the South ; ora dissolution of the Un- 
ion. For they must see, that the state of feeling between the 
North and the South, from year to year, is'becoming more and 
more hostile. They cannet shut their eyes to:the fact, that we are 
rapidly, at least in feeling and opinion, becoming two separate 
people. The lines of separation are almost daily Lecom ng 
broader, and deeper, and darker; and such is now the overshad- 
owing power of the abolition sentiment at the North, that the man 
must be willfully blind, who does not'see the dangers that menace 
us and our institutions. Massachusetts, and ather Northern States, 
have already withdrawn the allegiance of their citizens fr«m the 
Federal Government, by visiting them with pains and penalt es for 
obedience to the fugitive slave law. The time will then have 
come, (1 fear it will have passed.) when an issue may be made, 
that may settle the slavery question, consistently with our righ'e, 
and the preservation of the Union.

. I submit to you, gentlemen, whether or not, the organization of 
-our :Government on a sectional basis- is,not a dissolution of the 
Union, per se; a fact accomplished. It will not only be a. Gov. 
„ernment of the North, and for the North, but even worse than this, 
it will exist on a basis-of hostility to us and our. institutions,’ ‘It 
will be sectional. and aggressive in its organization and character, 
instead of being federative and protective aè our fathers madé it.— 
_jAre not these the consequences likely, to result frum tlie: present 
state of Northern opinion, as, evidenced both in her religion and 
.her.politics?  'l'here.is on this subject but one idea "iu the non. 
 -Slaveholding States—that.is Abolitionism- - It, like Aaron's -rcd, 
has swallowed all others. - It is taught by her public press——it is 
-taught from the pulpit—it is taught in the schools and colleges—it 
is taught in the forum and frori the hustings—it controls ali elec- 
tions and all legislation. A large portion of the Northern people 
are mad upon this subjeet ; and guided by what they call a higher 
law, they are prepared to trample. compacts and constitutions inthe 
dust; when they interpose for the protection of Southern rights. 
Is not this manifested by the effect already produced in the Metho- 
dist, Missionary Baptist, New School Presbyterian and Congrega- 
tional Churches? These churches represent the opinions of a ma- 
jority of the people both North and South; and they are rent asun- 
der. And why? Because the Northern branches are too boly 
to have communion with the Southern branches of said churches. 
The religious Union is dissolved, and I leave it to you to say, 
whether or not the election of a Northern President, on a section- 
al issue, and that a hostile one, is not practically a dissolution of 
our political union, and the formation of a Northern confederacy. 
‘The chuiches have ceased to act together in union because of an- 
tagonistic views on the slavery quéstion. This is religious or 
church disunion. On the election of a sectional President we of 
the South and the North will cease to act together in the Union. 
Is this not political disunion? We cannot shut our eyes to the 
fact that the North by electing a. sectional, Abolition President, 
will have usurped and consolidated in her own hands ail the pow- 
er of government ; and will thereby have practically expelled us 
from the Union ; in*fact it will be kicking us out of the Union as 
unworthy of their association—unless as serfs and servants. 
. Anthis view of our position on the election of an Abolition Pre. 
sident, will it not be time “to put our house in order” and be pre. 
pared to carry out fully, the following resolution of the Democratic 
party ofthis State, which party represents an overwhelming ma- 
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jority of the people? "Fhat'is “Resolved, That in the event of thé: 
election of a-Black Republican candidate to ‘the Presidency, by 
the suffrages df one portion ‘of: the Ühion -only,-to rule over the 
whole United'Statées; upon thé avowéd ‘purpose of that organization, - 
Mississippi will regard it asa declaration of: hostility; and wilt - 
hold herself iri readiness, tò eó-operáte with her sister States of^ 
the. South, in whatever méisurés they máy ‘deem necessary for 
the maintenance of their rights ‘as ¢o-equal members of the cónfs--

For the purpose of being prepared for the écntingency ‘provided : 
for by tlie foregoing teselution, I would recommend as nécessary" 
and expedient, that you, . by your legislation, shoüld make it the : 
duty of the then Governor, in the event of the election of a Black ` 
Republican to the Presidency ofthe United States in. Notsmber, 
1850, to issue: liis Proclamation ordering an eléction for delegates 
to a State Convention, to be holden on the first Monday of Décem- 
ber next thereafter, and that said delegates be appointed to- assem- 
ble at the Capitol, in the city of Jackson, on the 3d Monday of thé - 
said month of December, 1860, for the purpose of adopting such’ 
measures as may meet the exigency of the occasion. V 

I would further recommend, that you should adopt ‘resolutions 
inviting the other Southern States, to co operate with the State of 
Mississippi in the adoption of such measures as may. be necessary . 
for the maintenance of their dnd our rights, as co-equal members of” 
the confederacy. This is all, that for the present, I would recom. 
mend to be done. But as the time has come at which the public 
mind should be strongly directed to the difficulties and dangers of 
our position, and the remedies forthe same, I wouldsuggest that in 
my opinion, in such event as the meeting of a Convention or Con- - 
gress of the Southern States, we ought to insist upon new €on- : 
stitutional guaranties for our protection. This should be a sine 
qua non,  ltis absolutely necessary to our security. ‘The North 
wiil then, under the forms of our present Constitution, have the 
entire power and control of the Government; we will be utterly 
pewerless. As men, or as patriots, can we submit to this? No! 
We must have the power of self-protection. The simplest and 
most practical form in which this can be obtained, would, in my 
opinion, be by an amendment to the Constitution, requiring that no 
law affecting the institution of slavery, or imposing indirect taxes, 
should ever be enacted, unless it should receive a majority of the 
votes of the Senators from the slave-holding States. This would 
lead to no new elections, nor to the creation of any new office, nor 
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does it disturb the present organism of the Government. This 
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much, to my mind, is due to our own self-respect, and the preserva- 
tion of the liberty ofthe citizen. It is not only a principle of our 
own Government, but also of that of Great Britain, from which 
ours is in part derived, that taxation and representation must be uni- 
ted, and it was the denial of this principle, on the part of the mo- 
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ther country that led te the revolution: . If. wá submit,tothe organ- 
ization.of.a purely . sectional Government, without Some aménd.. 
ment ofthe Constitutien, such as, I. have , suggested, the Northern: 
majority, will have the unlimited power of taxation, not--only! with: . 
out our consent, but against our most strenhous oppositioneand by: 
a-aystem of indirect taxation under our present. Constitution, will . 
have-the power to throw the-whole-burthen,.of the Govérnment ` 
upon ihe South, and all the teaching of history, and-all the exper- 
ience of the past warn us that this would be done. Man is as. 
prone to abuse power as sparks to fly upwards. To this, we can. 
not, and we will not submit. The present Constitution has ap- 
portioned direct taxes to representation, and upon this point we are 
secure, so far as a written Constitution can make us, and therefore, 
we ought only. to ask or seek protection against indirect taxation, 
and this we must have in the event apprehended, for L1 repeat that 
the election of a Black Republican to the Presidency, by an or. . 
ganized sectional majority, is a- practical dissolution. of the Union; 
and the overthrow of our present Constitution.: It is the separa- 
tion of the North (nationally) from the South, and the formation of 
a new confederacy, composed entirely of thé Northern States, and 
that too, for the avowed purpose, of the oppression and plunder of 
the South; thereby putting us out side of the pale of the Union— 
will it not then be time for us to demand new guarantees? Will they 
not be indispensable ? To us, the proper solution of this question 
is vital. It involves the security not only of more than $4,000,- 
000,000 of property, but also, our socialinstitutions, the safety ofour 
families and cur continued political existence, whileto the. North it in- 
volves no pecuniary interest, no social institution nor has it in truth 
any realexistence there, except in a morbid Philanthropy, or vabid 
fanaticism. Under these circumstances, have we not the right to 
demand the amendmentto the Constitution which I have sugges- 
ted, or some cther which will give to us the power of self protec- 
tion?  Áudif such amendment should be refused, does not our in- 
terest, our safety and self respect require of us, to adopt some de- 
cisive measure, by which this question will be brought to an issue? 
With this view, in the event ofa Black Republican or Abolition- 
sit being elected to the Presidency, I would suggest that a Conven- 
tion of the Southern States, should throw open all the Southern 
ports, making them free to the commerce of the world—thus put- 
ting the burthens of this new Northern Confederacy, upon the 
Northern people. ‘Lhis would be but just, as the Government 
would be of the North, and for the North ; consequently they ought 
to support their own Government. In addition to this, it might be 
politie, as a measure of waruing, to impose a duty of 25 per cent, 
on all articles of Northern manufacture. (About the present rate of 
duty on foreign manufactures.) This would teach the Northern 
people, what the Union is worth to them in money, even if they 
cannot be mede otherwise to appreciate its importance. The mon- 
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eyed value of the Union, to the hon-slaveholding States is incaleuk. 
ablé. “For instance, with, the Union, mo portion of the arth’ is 
moré prosperous’ than ' Massachusetts—withgut, the Union none . 
could be less čo; tham she would bé. "The grabs wold “grow in 
the strect# of Boston, Tier manufactories would slop-—her commerce, - 
would perish, aid hee ships ‘would tot af het wharves; and wide- 
spread juin. would cover the State.’ I presume that it will be said 
of sach a measure, that it is a dissolution of the Union. This is 
not ‘necessarily so, unless the North shall choose to make it so, bya 
refusal of our just demands ; so far from ‘being an act of disunion, 
it will be conservative of the Union ; and only preliminary toa - 
possible dissolution, in the event that the North should be deaf to 
all the appeals? of justice, and indifferent to the ties of consanguini- 
ty and patriotism. It would be intended te arouse the Northern 
mind fo the consequences of their conduct, and to warn them that 
the fatal gulf of disunion was before them. 1t would be resistance 
to tyrany, for the preseivation of -liberty,.the great object of tke 
Union. The North has- already taught us that every violation of 
or resistance to the law is not disunion, or if it be so, then the 
Union is dissolvéd already, The North resists and violates the 
fugitive slave law ; she resists and violates the territorial rights of 
the South, as settled by the highest tribunal of the country. If up- 
on the adoption of these, or similar measures, the North should still 
refuse to us the power oí self protection, it would be conclusive 
evidence that the overthrow of our institutions, and the, destruction 
of our property, was her object. Ifshe should deny this much to 
us in the Union, it; would be full time that by all the means in, 
our power, we shall provide for our own security. But my belief 
and hope is, that if even then, we should make a decided issue, 
that the North will yield to our demands, and give tous that which 
is of inestimable value to us, but of no earthly importance to her, 
unless for our oppression. The North too well understands the 
value of the Union to herself, to lightly sacrifice it, and it will then 
be for her to decide the question of Union or disunion. If she de- 
sires the Union, the terms will be easy—we ask but equality. No, 
not equality, but simply the power of self prctection against hostile 
‘and unconstitutional legislation. ‘The Union will then be in the 
power and keeping of the North ; if she wills it, nothing is easier 
than to retain it ; but, if she shall choose to dissolve it, by a refusal 
of our just demands, and by maki:g war upon us and our institu. 
tions, the blame and the ruin will be at her own door. 

I deeply depiore the necessity which will exist in the event of 
an Abolitionist being elected to the Presidency, for the assembling 
of a Convention of the Southern States, and for the adoption of such 
measures as those I have suggested ; but the South has no choice, 
between the making up of some such issue, or a dissolution of 
the Union. I have thought it better to give the Union another 
chance for life. Secession or disunicn is death, while a refusal to 
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pay taxes, (or resistance to the revenue laws,) is but a violent dis- 
ease, from which the body politic may recover. Depletion of the — 
Treasury may do good. ‘It, at least, is worth trfing, before any 
final act of disruption to the Union. It will give time for new 
compacts or guaranties, which ought to be made. ` What possible 
objection can the North have to giving us such security, unless she 
intends our assailment under the forms of the Constitution, by 
action of the Federal Government? The refusal would be equiva- 
lent to a declaration of such intent, and ought to bé met accordingly. 

It may be said that to impose a tax of 25 per cent. on the man- 
ufacturers ofthe North will be revolutionary and unconstitutional. 
This may be true, but if true, revolution already exists, and the 
covenants of the Cons itution are already broken—and as against 
the people of the South, the people of the North can have no just 
cause of complaint. We will only be doing, for the purpose of de- 
fense, that which they have already done in the arrogance of power 
under the influence of a wild fanaticism. I would ask, if I am 
passing through one of the Northern States with my slave, or if he 
should be there, and I should go there to reclaim him, what greater 
right have the authorities there to take suchslave out of my posses- 
sion than the authorities here have to take from the Yankee ped- 
dler his cargo of wooden clocks? There is no difference. My 
slave is as much my property as the clock is the property of the . 
peddler. And the Northern States have no more jurisdiction over 
the slave, than the Southern State has over theclock. Also some 
of the Northern States in defiance of the Constitution, have made 
it a penitentiary offence to go into them to reclaim a slave. If 
they have the right thus to confiscate our property, and to imprison 
our person, most unquestionably we have the same right, as to 
their persons and their property. The Constitution of the United 
States makes no difference between slaves, and other property. 
If the foregoing statement be correct, have we not the right to 
meet revolution (if it even be revolution) by counter revolution. 
Or, have the Northern people any right to expect of us a s'rict ad. 
herence to the Constitution, whose covenants they have already 
broken. Our action also will find a justification in the fact that 
it will be entirely defensive, while that of the North is aggressive, 
ours too will be intended to be conservative of the Union, while 
theirs is directly the contrary. Our action would have for its ob. 
ject the arousing of the Northern mind to a proper sense of the 
dangers that menace our common country, and of the fatal gulf 
into which it is about to be plunged—the gulf of anarchy and 
blood. Itis for the North to cease this eternal agitation.of the 
slavery question ; and in connection with itthe general assailment 
of the South, if they ever expect or desire, that we shall continue 
to be of the same household. 

The measures I have suggested may by some be thought to be ` 
to» stroog, but in my opinion they are the mildest that can be offer. 
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ed with any hope of curing the disease—the whole body politic is 

sick, and homepathic medicines will do no good. I would-ask if . 
we are bound by a strict’ adherence to technicalities, when the 

forms of out government are being perverted to our destruction— _ 
and while our enemies traniple under foot the Constitution of our 

Country, ‘and deny to us the protection which it was intended. to 

guarantee. The Constitution was made (to use its own language) 

‘in order to form a more perfect’ Union?" On the occurring of. 
the contemplated contingency—that is the election of a Black Re- 

publican to the Presidency—we will be divided and sectionalized. 

Further, it was made ‘to establish justice ‘and ensure domestic ' 
tranquility.” It will then be made the instrument of the most fla- 
grant and gross injustice to the South; and the whole purpose, and 
consequence of this agitation is intended to disturb our domestic 
tranquility and security. It was also made “to providé for the 
common defence, to promote the general welfare, and to secure the 
blessings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity.” It will then 
be made the means of our assailment instead of our defence. And 
so far from being used for the general welfare, it will thereafter be 
used for the benefit of a section and against the general welfare. 
It will be organized on the express ground of hostility to nearly one- 
half of the States of the Union, and instead of securing to our- 
selves and our posterity the blessings of liberty, it will be made . 
the unwilling instrument of our subjugation. ‘he object of the’ - 
Abolition government if ever inaugurated, will be to excite a ser- 
vile and civil war, and to destroy, directly and indirectly more 
than $4,000,000,000 of Southern property, and the overthrow of 
the whole framework of our social and. political organization. 
Under such circumstances, can it be expected of us to fold our 
hands and await our doom? No! We must, and will demand, 
and obtain, security in the Union, or provide for ourselves out of 
it. Nor can we be justly charged with any want of patriotism by 
a withdrawal of our allegiance from a government, the declared 
object of which will be our destruction ; nor by a refusal to pay 
taxes to it, when those taxes are to be used for our subjugation. 
If we are to remain in the Union, (which is my most earnest de- 
sire) it is our right; it is our duty to ourselves, and our posterity, 
to do so only as equils. We never have asked aught of the gov- 
ernment but our rights. I trust that we will never voluntarily take 
less. We must have equality in tlie Union, and the power of self- 
protection under the forms of the Constitution, or we must seek 
and find such security and equality for ourselves as a separate 
people. We can never agree to hold our rights at or by the suf- 
ferance of a sectional, hostile majority; nor can we ever ágree 
that any other people shall forever have the power to legislate for 
us in all cases whatsoever, and to tax us at their will and pleasure 


—God forbid. 
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It may, here propérly be asked if the South, in the event of a 
dissolution of the Union, has the.power and wealth and . numbers 


necéssary to a separatà government! ;I answer emphatically yest. 


We would be the strongest and richest and. most prosperous nation, 
that has ever existed with 10,000,000 of inhabitants. We would 
be able to defend ourselves, against. any nation upon the earth— 
and slavery and the productions of slave labor, would be the great 
element of our strength. We could command more soldiers than 
we would ever need, and we could pay them and support our gov- 
ernment with but little if any addition to our present import duties, 
while the Northern States would have to support their government, 
and armies, by direct taxation— while their people would be im. 
poverished by the want of an outlet for their agricultural products, 
and manufactures, and the destruction of their commerce. 

I however trust and hope that the necessity for the experiment 
of separate governments, North and South, may never occur, and 
that a kind Providence may so direct the misguided people of the 
Northern States as to bring back the old brotherly feeling of the 
revolution—when men from the North aud from the South stood 
shoulder to shoulder upon the battle-field, nobly struggling for that 
liberty and nationality, which their descendants are now appa- 
rently about to destroy. I yet have hope in the preserving care ot 
that God who has thus long protected and prospered us as a people, 
and that he may even now find a means by which to preserve our 
notion from the madness of Northern fanaticism. He has told us 
that “a house divided against itself cannot stand," and that ‘‘our 
worst enemies are those of our own household." Then let us 
trust that he may yet lead the Northern mind to cease the agita- 
tion of these questions about which we can never agree, and that 
he may ‘‘vay to the North give up, and to the South keep not back." 
We are all compelled to see, and feel and know that such inter- 
position is necessary; for the North and South are rapidly becom- 
ing alien to each other, and that in such conflict of opinion, not 
only our hopes, but the hopes of mankind must perish. It is for 
us to establi:h the fact of man's capacity for self-government, or 
the contrary. The experiment can never again be made under 

“eircumstances so favorable as those now operating upon us. Can- 
sequently it is our duty to drain the cup of forbearance to the very 
dregs, before we resume those powers which as a sovereign State 
we have granted to the Federal Government for our protection. 
Acting thus we will be justified to ourselves, and before the world ; 
and it is possible that we may yet disappoint the mad hopes of fan- 
aties, and jalsify tne predictions of despots, hy continuing to be a 
free, united and happy people. "Phat God may grant. this is my 
prayer. 

MILITIA. 

Į now call your aitention to our militia laws, and I recommend 

the restoration of the law asit is to be found in the Revised Code , 
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chapter:34;excepting articles 39:50, 57, 152 dni 53; section 4, and ` 
also:excbpting:the'provisó bf -articlo-199; séc; Tl; Glispfer 847 ^ - 
“By: an &ct of tlioxLégistiuiré of«T858; the law requiring coni: 
pahy,. battalion, : and ‘regimental -nidstére; was repéaled, ‘and the : 
result has been (dsiwad to have: been’ expected) ant entife disor- 
ganization:of:the militia.: - This‘is‘a slate of things that ought not 
to éxist ‘in. any ftee government.’ Every free people: should at all 
times be prepared to defend ‘their institutions. I consider the 
rightto bear arms'and the courage and will to use them, as being 
the most reliable guarantee of ‘Liberty. And to us-as a State, 
under existing: circumstances, such organization is absolutely ne- 
cessary.. I would ‘therefore recommend to'you to increase the 
salary of the Adjutant General, so that he may be efabled to de- 
vote the necessary time to such organization. I refer you.to my 
message: of 1858, upon this subject, and also as to the office of Quar- 
ter-Master.General, with a view of providing a- salary for that offi- 
cer. I would also urge ‘upon you in view of our Federal relations, 
the propriety of providing for the- arming: of the militia of the 
State, particularly-the volunteer companies.: The mouth of a can- 
non andthe glitter of steel are arguments of power much stronger 
than those of the brain. It is'my duty às prescribed by law, "to 
cause.a report of the strength and' condition’ of the militia to be 
laid before the Legislature at each session thereof." This is im- 
possible; as there are no materials from which to make up such 
a report. it. is.also my duty by law, “to call out the militia to 
executé the laws of the State, to suppress insurrection, or to repel 
invasion.” If a necessity should arise for the performance of this 
duty, it would be found to beimpracticable in the present condition 
of our military organization.. In my opinion, it is assuming too 
much in favor of human perfectibility, to act upon the hypothesis 
that no such necessity will arise. Men are much the same in every 
age and nation, and the universal experience of mankind has been 
that the coercive power of the Government- is often necessary to 
the preservation of the laws. This has been recently manifested 
in the atrocious Aboliton outbreak at Harper's: Ferry, and. 
which might as readily have occurred in Mississippi as in Vir- 
ginia. pom 
PARDONING POWER. 


The pardoning power is the most delicate, difficult and painful 
duty of the Executive. "This power is given by our Constitution, 
and is a part of every civilized government, and of course under 
proper cireumstances should be exercised. ‘The consideration of 
applications of this nature, requires a large amount of labor at the 
hands of the Executive, as his decisions involve great responsibil- 
ity. "Phislabor I have performed, and the responsibility I have 
not shunned. Ihave endeavored, as I promised in my inaugural 
address, ‘firmly to execute the laws giving to each and every citi- 
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zen the same measure of justice and of merey." I have tried to 
maintain the sanctipns of the Jaw, but at the same time-ta temper . 
justice with mercy.: Lhave done that which under a full view of 
all the circumstances of each case, I believed to be right. I think 
that I have “done ‘justice and loved mercy.” I have endeavored 
to avoid all influences, other than those connected with the merits 
of the case. But I do not claim infalibility, and would be unwill- 
ing to admit that I possessed that stoicism of either heart or mind, 
which could be deaf to the appeals of the wife, the daughter, mó- 
ther or father—and I trust that Mississippi may never have a. 
Governor who can boast of such mind or heart, I have endeav. - 
ored to avoid giving any undue weight to such influences; but I 
have no doubt, that in some cases my judgment may have been 
strongly influenced to pardon by the happiness which I knew would 
result therefrom to a mother, wife or daughter, or other anxious 
relatives and friends. But I am not aware that the sanction of the 
law has been weakened by any pardon that I have granted—nor 
that the State has sustained any injury therefrom—while I know 
that in many cases great happiness has been given to wives, mo. 
thers, sisters. daughters and fathers. -I have acted upon the prin. 
ciple, or rather, have endeavored to assume for the State the posi- 
tion, that we should forgive as we expect to be forgiven, And 
though an act of pardon-may be. one purely of grace, I have al- 
ways locked to the peculiar circumstances of each particular case 
and done that which, in my judgment was proper. I have also, 
in every case where I have granted a pardon, required that the 
conduct of the convict should have been habitually good. while in 
the Penitentiary. I have done this for two reasons ; one of which 
was to aid, thereby, the Superintendent in the government of the 
institution—having early in my administration given it to be un- 
derstood in the Penitentiary, that no application for a pardon would 
be considered unless accompanied by a certificate of good conduct 
from the Superintendent. The other reason was, that those who 
would not behave well in the Penitentiary, were very certain not 
to do so out of it. I think this has been of service, and has ob- 
tained generally better conduct on the part of the convicts. I 
have in most cases pardoned those who have behaved well in the 
Penitentiary, and who were desirous of such pardon a few days 
before the expiration of their term of service, thereby restoring 
them to citizenship; and hoping to furnish a motive to a better 
lite for the future. Many of the parlons which I have granted 
have been of this character. 

I am aware-that a good deal has been said during my adminis- 
tration of the facility with which pardons have been obtained. 
But in my opinion, if you will visit the Penitentiary, you will there 
see more convicts than are creditable to the State. And if you 
will look to the criminal records and see the numbers that have 
been fined, imprisoned or hung curing my administration, you will. 
find but small cause of complaint.

lI hate not mado tlie foregoing remarks as ah excuse or apology 
. for any shortcomings on my part; fbr what-I have done, I have 

‘done understandingly ; with a fall knowledge of all the Jacts and 
“circumstances of éach particular case, and I still believe that I 
“have done right. But be this as jt may, in all doubtful' cases I 
“would prefer to be-found on the side of mercy—for I had assured- 
‘ty rather be ‘censured for being over merciful than to be praised 
"for over Severity or cruelty. I have this object in what 1 have 
“said ón this subject. "Phatistó recommend to. you the passage of 
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a law, making it the duty of the Govértior to cémmunicaté to the 
 egislature “at its regular sessions; the -number .of pardons. which 
‘ he has granted-and his redsons iù each case for the same. ‘This.is 
` now the law in some of the States, dnd I think it will'have ‘a za- 

latary effect. This Would make the Governor more considerate 

ia the granting of pardons, and-in addition’ would give to him the 
. opportunity of being heard—which might prevent that indiscrimin- 
ate censnre which is now heaped’ upon him for nearly every par- 
‘don that he may grant © This cénsure is all wrong; when without 
' a knowledge of the facts and influences which have been brought 
to bear upon the Governor, and can have none other but a bad effect, 

If he should be a man of feeble will, he might refuse to pardon in 

cases when it was his duty to do so—and if he were self-willed, he 

might assume a defiant position and pardon: in cases whefe he 
ought not. In any case it is embarrassing to a just conclusion 
on the part of a public functionary. ` 


" RAILROADS. 


I would call your attention to our Railro:ds, by saying that they 
are approaching their completion as rapidly, or even more rapidly 
than could have been anticipated one year past. The Mississppi 
Central Road, of 200 miles in length, is now nearly entirely fin- 
ished, except the laying of the iron rails for 20 miles, and the 
longest time I have heard given for this to be done is the first of 
January. Jt is also thought that the Mobile and Ohio, and the 
Southern, and the Mississippi and Tennessee Railroads, will all be 
completed in the course of next year—and the New Orleans, 
Jackson and Great Northern Railroad is contpleted 206 tiles, to 
Canton, and the grading is nearly finished for 26 miles North of 
Canton, in the direction of Aberdeen, and the surveys are being 
made for the purpose of making further contracts for grading. "his 
road has met with considerable loss and delay in its ability to ex- 
tend, owing to its overflow by the Mississippi, in consequence ofa 
crevasse in the levee on the river. This injury has, however, 
been repaired and the road is in good working order and in the 
realization of a large income. 

So far as I am informed and believe, the investment made in 
these roads by the State, and also the moneys loaned to them, are 
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entirely secure, These roads, with their branches, and.-withtthat 
portion of the Memphis and Charleston Road, which passes through 
‘Tishomingo county, will give to.the State over. 1,000 miles of 
Railroad that will be completed in the year 1860. And-upon the 
. completion ofthe New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern Road, 
and the Gulf and Ship Island .Road, we would have -near 1,400 
‘miles of road, which would, with the various navigable streams, 
give to the people of the State great facilities for travel and the 
transportation of. produce, and are probably as. many as at present 
would be desirable. . Within the past..year the Gulf; and Ship 
Asland Railroad Company have raised the.amount.of private -eub- 
‘scription of stock, which was necessary to the organization. of the 
‘Company. They have elected a Board of Directors who have.had 
different routes surveyed with a view to the final location of this 
toad, and to the securing of the appropriation of land.made.by:Con- 
gress in aid ofits construction. There . is, ‘apparently, -a very 
strong feeling in the popular mind, as expressed by the. press and 
public men of the State, in favor of the construction of this road.. If 
this feeling be real, it will be your duty, as the representatives of 
the people, to adopt such measures for the giving. of material aid to 
its completion as the case.10ay require, for the road unquestion- 
‘ably cannot now, or in any short period, be made by individual or 
priyate capital, but must have State aid.. ‘It passes over a „poor 
portion of the State, where the population is sparse, and. where 
private capital has not accumulated. ‘The road, however, if con- 
structed, would give great value to the pine forests through which 
it passes, and further it will give to us independence and nation- 
ality ; by building up, on our own Gulf coast, a commercial city 
that will have one of the finest harbors on either the Gulf of Mex- 
icoor Atlantic ocean. We are now dependent upony and tributary 
to, the cities of Mobile and New Orleans, both for a market to sell 
or buy in, and it is very desirable that the profit of this trade should, 
if possible, be realized by our own citizens; it would also give to 
us a choice of markets. Ifthe construction of this road should be 
ever accomplished, cur pine forests would be rendered more valua- 
ble than the mines of California, They abound with the finest 
timber in the world, particularly for masts ; and the gathering and 
manufacture of turpentine and tar, and rosin oil is one of the most 
profitable departments of labor, But a large portion of this, without 
a road, is valueless; while with aoad it would be of great value. If 
itheeffect upon the value of the lands from this road, should be as 
great as anticipated, the increased taxes that would be paid upon it, 
would, probably, be sufficient to pay the interest upon the money 
that would be required from the State in aid of its construction. I 
might, for the purpose of proving the correctness of this suggestion, 
refer you to the effects of Railroads in the Northwest, where.it is 
said that the increased value of property has been six times the 
whole cost of the roads, but I need not go out.of the State to prove

that as, gne of the. people,.I.am willing to pay my. quotazof 
taxes towarda such aid. L would refer you,’ on this-subject, to my 
message of November, 1858. .4 nosy 3$ 25v, 
171,550 50:100 acres of land have been-loeated and set apart-by 
the Federal Government to.aidin the construction of the Southern 
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Road, it. will be Necessary for yon. to-pass -the ‘usyal acts of -legig- 


lation forthe purpose of vesting the. title to this Jagd inthe Southern

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At the last session of the Legislature there was.a joint resolütion 
adopted appoiming.the Hon. Alexander. H..Arthur,. of the Senate, 
a Commissioner to examine and,report: fully. upon. the: present 
condition of the Seminary fund. Since that time, Mr, Arthur. has 
resigned. his seat in the Senate, and also tbe.appointment of Come 
missioner. of said fund. Soon after the resignation of Mr; Arthur, 
I wrote to the Hon. James M. Howry, requesting- him. to under- 
take and perform the duties which had been, assigned . to. Mr. 
Arthur, as Commissioner, so that you might be.put in possession 
of thb information which you. had expected to receive through Mr. 
Arthur. I did not consider that, officially, .I had the. power to 
make an appointment to fill the vacancy occasioned by the resig- 
nation of Mr. Arthur, but I thought it best to make the request of 
Mr. Howry, (who was of the Senate as Mr. Arthur had been,) in 
a semL.official manner, knowing that the. information was neces- 
sary to auy final action in reference to the Seminary fund; and 
{ was aware that Mr. Howry had as much or more knowledge on 
this subject as any other person. IfI should receive a report 
from Mr. Howry I will transmit it to you, with the expression of 
the hope thet you may approve of what I have done in the pre- 
mises and that his labors may lead toa final adjustment of the 
Seminary fund. ‘This is very desirable, as it is of the last impor- 
tanca that the. University should be put upon a permanent_ basis, 
and that the Board of ‘Trustees should be able to adopt some well 
considered course of policy in reference to the future and perma- 
nent usefulness of the Institution. This they cannot.do unless 
upon some reliable pecuniary basis. I would, therefore, recommend, 
as necessary and expedjent, that you should fund the University 
debt, at some fair and liberal rate of interest, putting the same 
under the control of your present very able and faithful Board of 
'lrustees—-who have already done muchior the success of the 
Institution and who, I have no doubt, are ready and willing to 
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éontinue in well doing. T have, for the last two years, been 
officially, the President of the Board of ‘Trustees, and it gives me 
pleasure to inform you that I have never seen any body of men 
more‘anxious to promote the object of their appointment, or more 
laborious and faithful in the'performance of their official duty. 
' But it is not necessary that I. should say anything on this reist: 
s Their works testify of them.” Ihave no hesitation in pro- 
nouncing the University an honor to the State—and I greatly 
doubt if any other Institution in the United’ States has so rapidly 
"risen to eminence—it is now: but eleven years old—and I am 
satisfied that no Mississippian has any necessity to send his són 
abroad for educational advantages. ‘Fhe young man who canriot 
be made a scholar at Oxford would not be likely to suéceed else- 
where, for here is a most able faculty, a good library and a 
philosophical apparatus, and a chemical laboratory that is not 
surpassed anywhere. — I trust that every parent who has a son to 
‘educate will inform liimselfas to the advantages to be found at 
Oxford before sending him from the State to be educated. 

It isthe purpose of the present Board of Trustees, so soon as 
their pecuniary means will permit, to give to this- Institution the 
more substantial attributes of a University—and to have post 
graduate classes, in which young men may be thoroughly in- 
structed, in any and all the higher departments of science—so as 
fully to prepare them both pratically and scientifically for future 
usefulness and eminence. 

In my message to the Legislature, in 1858, I suggested that so 
soon as the means could. be procured, it should be made the duty 
of th- ‘Trustees to engraft à Normal School on the University, for 
the pursose of educating teachers for the common schools of the 
State. This I still think ought to be done. Thus making the 
University the great fountain of knowledge, but not to confine it 
there, but to provide the means, by the instrumentality of teachers 
to be furnished by the Normal School, and the graduates of the 
University, by which the streams ot knowledge may he made to 
flow into and irrigate every county of the State. ) 


COMMON SCHOOLS. > i 


I would call your attention to the necessity of appointing a 
Superintendent of the Common Schools of the State. This office 
is so absolutely necessary to any system of public education, that 
I do not deem it necessary to argue the question, or to press it 
upon your attention, futther than by suggestion. Nearly, if not 
quite, every other State in the Union has such an officer, and I 
have no doubt of the great benefit that would result from the’ ap- 
pointment. I urged this measure upon the last Legislature, but 
the legislation necessary tocarrying it into practical effect was'left - 
among the unfinished business of the session, which you are aware 
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was a short one, and was also a called, or extra session. I trust 
this matter will.receive your attention, as it would be useless to 
attempt any educational systema without such an office; ^ And that 
you should promote the education of the people by every means in 
your power, is not a debatable question. We all know-that Demo. 
cratic institutions rest upon the basis of-the intelligence and virtue - 
of the people, and yoy, as legislators, should remember that’ when 
you are building up a system of Common Schools for the general 
diffusion of knowledge, by which the masses are to be taught to 
read and write. and cipher, &c., so as to conduct the'ordinary. 
affairs of life. That in addition to this, you are giving security to 
life and property, and.elevating and ennobling the moral and 
intellectual character ofthe people, and thereby widening and 
deepening and securing the foundations of Democratic liberty, 
and making men wiser. and happier, and bettet in this world, 
and preparing them.for a future and ‘better state of existence. 
These ate considerations which appeal to you as patriots, philan- 
thropists and Christians, and cannot fail to command your best ` 
services in favor of popular education; for the want' of proper 
moral and intellectual culture, almost as certainly produce vicious 
habits, as substances produce shadows.

THE JUDICIARY. 

I would recommend to.-your consideration, the: propriety of in- 
creasing the salaries of our Judges—the Attorney General, and 
District Attorneys. My reason for this is the present very great 
expense of living, and also that the present low salaries are not 
sufficient compensation for the high and important services 
required of those officers. The effect of a continuation of the 
present rate of compensation will be ultimately to deprive the 
State in the different Districts, and Circuits, of the services of 
many of our most eminent men. In my opinion, a seat upon the 
bench should be the aspiration of every lawyer, and the other legal 
offices ought to be sought after, as likely to lead to such-a result. 
Such a state of things is desirable, as it would give to the people 
the widest range of. selection, enabling. them to command the 
services of the very ablest men of the State. This is not now 
always the case. Many lawyers will not sacrifice their pecuniary 
interest, by permitting themselves to be transferred from the Bar 
to the Bench. 

By paying your Judges, and Attorney General and District At. * 
torneys well, you will have an able Judiciary and Bar, and it will 
prove in the end to be true economy, by the saving of feés to wit- 
nesses and jurors, the expense of new trials, &c., &c. An able 
man will do more business in one week than an inferior man will 
do in two; and in addition to this, when once done, it will be done 
Tight, and = not be to be done over again.

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THE PENITENTIARY. 


You will learn from the report of the Superintendent, the situa- 
tion of the Penitentiary. ‘The enlargement of it, which was pro. 
vided for by the last Legislature, has been attendea to, and will 
require some additional appropriations to fully meet the expenses 
of the same. I would recommend that work already begun should 
be finished. But for the future, I would suggest a modification of 
the criminal code, so far as to inflct direct personal punishment on 
criminals for the smaller offences. I think it would be more likely 
to prevent crime. Now, the punishment often falls on the wife 
and children, as much as on the convict. And one of the most 
frequent appeals to the, Executive for pardons, is that the wife and 
children greatly need the labor of the husband and father for their 
support—or that they have been rendered paupers by his confine- - 
ment in the Penitentiary. Ihave no faith in Penitentiaries as 
places for the reformation of criminals ; but on the contrary, they 
are rather schools for vice. They are very expensive to the State, 
and in my opinion, we have already incurred sufficient expense for 
the benefit of the thieves and other outlaws of the State; and 
Let hereafter any money drawn from the people in the form of 
taxes, bad better be applied to the education of the poor children ' 
oi the State, by erecting school houses and employing teachers 
for their instruction—than to enlarging the Penitentiary and em- 
ploying additional officers for the same, in deference to a morbid 
philanthropy which taxes honest industry for the benefit of felons. 
that the peop:e be educated, and you will have fewer convicts and: 
your Penitentiary will be sufficiently large. Ignorance and vice 
generally go hand in hand. 


THE LUNATIC ASYLUM, 


The report of the Supervisors of the Lunatic Asylum, which Y 
herewith send you will give you the necessary information as to 
the present situation of this institution, and l have the pleasure of 
saying to you that so far as I -know and believe, the best possible 
care and atlenCance during the past year has been given to the 
health and comfort of the untortunate inmates of the Asylum. 

You will see from the report, that the appropriations have not 
been ad: quate to the support of the institution under the able and 
frugal udininistration of the present officers. This has arisen ib 
the greater part from the fact, that the indebtedness was $3,- 
765 10, greater than was provided for by the last Legislature. In 
con-equence of this, the Board of Supervisors had to borrow on 
their own credit the cum of $5,000, or to close the institution. 

I would recommend that f: r the future the commencement of the 
fiscal year for the Asylum should be the first of October. 

And Í would further recommend, that in addition to the crdinary 
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appropriations for the ‘support-of this institution, and there should’ - 
be a contingent appropriation of“ $5,000, to be drawn only upon ` 
the approval and requisition of the Governor. The necessity for. 
this, arises from the fact that it is not possible to arrive, only by 
appropriation, at what will be the current annual expenses of the _. 
institution, And I presume that there is not one man in the State - 
who would be willing to stint this, thé wisest, best and greatest of 
all our charities. : ' i 

I would urge specialy upon your attention that portion of the re- 
port ofthe Board of Supervisors which asks for an appropriation 
for the building ofa ward, or wards, for the accommodation of pay’ 
patients, There is nojustice in putting the pay patients on an’ . 
equality with the pauper patiénts. And it would be true economy * 
to provide’ suitable accommodations for pay patients, or they will 
be sent to other"institutions; whereas, if provided for here, they 
would greatly reduce the expenses of the institution. `

THE AUDITOR’S AND TREASURER’S OFFICES. 

The reports'of the Auditor and Treasurer, in obedience to exist- 
ing laws, will be made to you during the session. I have no 
doubt but that you will find their respective offices to have been 
ably and faithfully managed, under the very competent officers 
now at the head of each. In reference to them I have nothing 
o suggest, only that hereafter they and all the other officers of the 
štate from whom reports are expected, should be required to make 
ip such reports to the first of October of each year, and that they 
ihould furnish them to the Governor on or hefore the 15th of the 
ame month, so that he may communicate them to the Legislature. 
iud I would suggest that all such should hereafter be printed with 
nd accompany the Governor's Message. ‘This would add nothing 
» the cost of printing, and would give to them a much more 
ermanent form for future reference, than if printed on separate 
heets ; and further, if this should be done, the first day of Oc. 
ber should be made the commencément of the fiscal year of the 
tate.

GEOLOGICAL AND AGRICULTURAL SURVEY. 


I have not yet received the feport of the State Geologist, but I 
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have no doubt but that it wlll. be prepared and submitted to you 
early in the session, and from the great industry and superior 
ability of that officer, I feel well assured that it will prove satis. 
factory. on 
On this subject I would refer you to my message to the Legis- 
lature, in November, 1858, and submit to your consideration the 
recommendations therein made—stil being of the opinion that 
they are necessay to the success and early completion. of this 
great object—a geological and agricultural survey of the State.. 
Thus gentlemen, in the performance of my official duty, and under 
the sanctions of my oath of office, and with the consciousness that 
- this may be the last important political act of my life, (for both my 
age and inclinations admonish me to seek repose,) l invite your 
attention to the measures herein recommended, with a full confi.

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INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


SENATORS AND REPRESENTATIVES, 


OF THE STATE OF MISSISSIPPI: 


- * XCalled' by the peer!» to exercise, for a time, the chief executive 


power of the State, | appear before you to take the oath of office 
prescribed by the Constitution. ~ ‘Conforming to the custom which 
has obtained on similar occasions, in both Federal and State 
Governments, I propose; briefly, to present to you some indications 
of the principles and polity which are to govern the administration 
now being inaugurated. It were needless for me to'say “here, 
that I will obey the Constitution ; for that must be said by all who 
govern this people, ina more solemn form than a mere public 
declaration ; yet it might be appropriate to dweli for a moment on 
this leading feature of the American system of governments. In 
the Republics of ancient times, unbridled majorities were often as 
unjust and tyrannical as the most despotic monarchs, dooming to 
death or banishment the wisest and best of their citizens at the 
caprice of an excited populace. We, more fortunate, have our 
rights defined by a written organic law, which holds in check ex. 
cited majorities of Legislatures and people, until ** the sober second 
thought" comes to the aid cf justice ; and minorities axd individuals 
may repose in safety, as long as the people have intelligence and 
virtue enough among them to uphold the Constitution in letter and 
spirit. Entertaining these opinions it shall be my studious care to 
obey the requirements of the Constitution, and to exert all the 
power given me as Governor to enforce obedience to its behests. 
For Governments like ours, the intelligence of the people is tbe 
only secure foundation ; without it Republics are but houses built 
upon the sand. The education ofthe youth should then be regarded 
as an object of the first magnitude, to be promoted by the untiring 
efforts of those who govern the State. Upon our success in this, 
rest all the hopes that can be reasonably entertained of the stability 


 efour institutions. An unwise Government makes an unhappy 


and powerless people. An ignorant people cannot govern them 
selves wisely. For these reasons it will'afford me pleasure to

“tires” will be won'on that field forthe benefit of all. ` Too much 
Gmportance cannot be given'to this subject ; and the Legislature 
would hardly: err fa Thakihg thè most liberal appropriations for its

^' The ‘most’ délicate trust ‘conferred on ‘the Executive, is that 
which brings, to him the unditided responsibility (which He may

" Among the most“important powers ‘conferred, onthe Chief 
Magistrate, i$ thé véto.power. The intelligence and wisdom of 
the Legislature have reridered the exercise of this power of rare 
weeatrence for several years past, aud I indülge the hope that the 
üepleasant necéssity for its interpósition may not arise during my 
tèrm of office. But should it become necessary by the. presenta- 
tieu of legislation for my approval which, if my opinion, is either 
titconstitational or imptovident, I shall deem it a duty which I owe 
to myself, to tlie people who have hohóred and trusted me, and 
‘who'have imposed on nie à. responsibility to them ‘alike with that 
of the ‘fegislativé départmént, for the passage of all legislation 
which isto effett their interests—respectfully to'ask the Legisla- 
Sre to reconsider it befreit becomes a law, °” =... 
_ An tegard’to the systén of Internal Iniptovements in this State, 
Bow to rapidly progressing to” completion, Iwill only say ibat I 
es-epetated as ‘a ‘legislator with those who aided them most;. aud 
S asw, às Governor; tender’my cortinued co-operation In any just 
erasures Which may be devised fof their advancement and cob- 
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pletion. It seems but yesterday, when Mississippi was taunjed: 
with being behind her sisfer States in works of internal improve- 
ment; but, considering her age as a State, only a few years ‘wil 
elapse before she is the foremost of all in this respect, as we hope- 
one day to see her in everything that makes a State great, pros- 
perous and happy. " 

As Mississippians, we may well look with pleasure and pride at 
the rapid strides by which our State is approaching the front rank 
amorg her sister States, and draw encouragement from the past, 
to renewed efforts for her advancement. But if our efforts iw 
that behalf tend only to enrich and adorn her, to become a mag- 
nificent part of the conquest which is to result from that ‘‘irre- 
pressible conflict," I must confess that I would look with but little 
pleasure and less pride on her growing greatness. 

I cannot consent to close this address without giving to my fel- 
low.citizens, my views in relation to the most important subject 
ever presented for the consideration of the people of Mississippi- 
The difference in opinion between the Northern and Southerm 
States on the subject of African Slavery grew rapidly to an angry 
controversy, then to a political conflict, and recently, has assumed 
. the form of a physical conflict in one of the Southern States. 
While it is true that the handful who thus rashly attempted to put 
the Black Republican creed into practical operation in a slaye 
State, have been crushed, it is equally true that in this as in many 
other instances of the administration of human justice the An- 
drie's only are hanged whilst the Arnold's escape punishment, and: 
are left unchecked in their career of treason to their country. . 

The scene at Harper's Ferry is not the end, but in my opinion 
only the beginning of the end of this conflict. I will not weary 
your patience with the oft-repeated history of the origin and pro- 
gress of this controversy. It is enough for my present purpose to 
state the fact that after more than twenty years of untiring labor, 
the anti-slavery party has obtained the control of the State Gov- 
ernments of nearly all the non.slaveholding States. And while 
churches, societies and individuals at the North are inciting the 
people to acts of lawless violence in resisting the law for the re- 
turn of fugitive slaves; while thefts, robberies and murders are 
being committed within their limits to-defeat its execution, those 
State governments either aid them in their nefarious work, look 
approvingly on, or at best stand idly by without any serious effort 
to prevent this continued violation of the constitutional rights of 
Southern citizens or punish those who violate them. The F ederai 
Government, to. which we formerly looked for the protection of 
our rights beyona the limits of our own “tate, seems either un- 
willing or unable to guard the rights or redress the wrongs of 
slaveholders. But, be this as it may, that government still holds 
the purse and the sword of the confederated States, and. these 
wrongs are not redressed. The Southern citizen, left to this un- 
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equal eóntest for: his property: with:sóciéties; "churches ayid States, 
must abandén his right for want of 'an"adequate rémedy, unless 
the Southern :States:make the cause of the citizen’ the cause of the 
State, and-enforce his constitutional rights by rétaliating on thé 
citizens of those: States that have passéd Jaws to deféat the rendi- 
tion of fugitive, slaves." ` Mrd 
But this is only one of the many modes by which the anti-sla- 
very party is-pressing forward the war-on the institution of slavery, 
emboldened by the impunity with which they have been permitted 
to rob the South, they are now gathering their forces to take un- 
der their control the powers of the Federal Government to pet- 
vert it from the plain ptirposes of its creation into an engine for 
the destruction of the interests of the South, The one great idea 
that forms the basis of their creed and the end of their labors, is 
that the African race is by nature and ought to be by law the social 
and political equal of the white raée ; and to this abolition Baal, 
the rights of individuals and the rights of the States are to be 
sacrificed, and the South compelled to tolerate if she cannot be 
persuaded to approve. t l 
They are untiring in their efforts, and are using all the means 
most- likely to accomplish their purposes; and; in my opinion, will 
succeed if unchecked by some action on the part of the Southern 
States of a more united and determined character than any hereto- 
fore opposed to them. If the anti-slavery party control the Fedérat 
Government, it requires no prophet to foreteH the fate of the South. 
Two thousand millions of productive capital is at once taken ‘from 
her ; lands become of little or no value ; commerce is destroyed 
—her credit gone—the South will lie prostrate, impoverished and 
powerless.at the feet of a Black Republican Government—adntin- 
istered by men educated to hate the white. race. “Add to this the 
probable enforcement here of the same policy in relation to the 
social equality ot the races which has disgraced the statute book 
_of Massachusetts, and degraded her people to a levelwith the Afri- 
cans, and the evil becomes intolerable, and I turn from it to any 
remedy that God or nature may put in our hands. Can we rely 
on the counsels of the wise and patriotic men of the North to 
avert this greatest of all calamities?’ Their Websters, Everetts 
and Fillmores, have in vain in past years persuaded them to re- 
spect our rights and obey the requirements of the Constitution.— 
The Sewards, the Sumners and the Burlingames, now fill their 
places—disregard the.true interests of their country and zealously 
pander to the fanaticism which elevated them to power. ‘Wilk à 
love of justice restrain them? Those who look for a returning 
sense of justice must be disappointed. A mere sense of justice 
does not control the actions of a majority of States or people, and 
in these States a majority rules; and f cannot call to mind any 
thing in the history ofthe. Puritan fathers or their descendants 
which should lead reasonable men to hope to find in them an ex- 
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ception to. the general rule: but much to induce. tlie belief that the 
Slaveholder of this day would share.the fate of the Baptists and 
Quakers of other days, when the Black. Republican: shall maké 
the law to govern him ; unless the Quaker policy heretofore pur. 
sued by the South, shall be changed for one better suited -to the 
character of our assailants, and the vital importance of a rights 
assailed. 

Can the Constitution be relied on as a safe-guard to our rights, 
when the Black Republican party is in power? The Constitution 
is inanimate parchment, powerless to restrain law-makers who 
cannot be bound by their oaths. Have not the Black Republican 
leaders continually disregarded their oaths, when the right to pro- 
perty in slaves was involved? Will they not, in the language of 
one of the framers of the Constitution, “take the power they “wish 
to exercise, and escape the punishment, if not the guilt of perjury, 
by saying the Constitution means just what they wish to do? ‘The 
idea of binding them by oaths to uphold the constitutional guar- 
anties for slave property, is puerile ; and expetaction, that the insti- 
tution of slavery will be saved from destruction by the barriers of 
the Constitution when the Black Republican party contiol the 
affairs of the Federal Government, is as vain as the prayer of the 
heathen to his wooden God. 

What then is the remedy? There is a power yet untried which 
I believe can repress this conflict and save the rights of the South 
and the Union of the States. And that is the moral influence of 
a united South, presenting an unbroken front in defense of their 
constitutional rights, and preparing to resent further insults and 
unyieldingly resist further aggressions. Let the South, with one 
voice, answer Mr. Seward’s summons to surrender to his Black 
Republican dogma of equality of the negro to the white man; and. 
with mingled defiance and derison, say to him that on that issue 
they are ‘willing and prepared to meet him in argument orin arms 
and that the sectional banner.he unfurls, inscribed with “Equality 
of Races,” shall be met by the national banner, inscribed “Buper- 
iority and Supremacy ofthe White Race.” 

To this banner will rally a million of free white men in the 
North, and the cry of “save this glorious Union” will:be raised 
even in the Black Republican camp ; and throughout the Northern 
States, that motive power of self-interest, combined with justice 
aud patriotism will be awakened to renewed energy and activity 5 
aud before these, when thoroughly aroused, the league of ambi- 
tion aud fanaticism must go down. 

E, Let the attitude of the Buth deron to the Northern peo- 
ple that following the lead of Abolition chiefs will deprive them 
of all the advantages and emoluments they now derive fřom an 
unrestricted commercial jntercourse with the Southern States ; and 
self preservation will compel.them. to retrace their steps and do 
justice to the So ath. Will this course: not endanger.the Union 
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I solemnly believe it will not. It, is, in my opinion, the only course.

. the Union. But should it endanger ‘the: Union, , rust: ave stand 
‘still while our enemies are actively prosecuting a war upon ug ? 


arid be deterred from adopting 'any-vigoroüs measures for neces- 
sary defence by the fear that the form of Government might be 
endangered? Are we in the middle of the nineteenth century to 
re-enact: the stupid folly of the superstitious Egyptians at the siege 
of Pelucium, when Cambyces invaded Egypt and found it neces- 
sary to take the city of Pelucium before he could penetrate into 
the heart of the kingdom ? Knowing that only Egyptians defend- 


..ed the walls, he placed in front of hs attacking columns many 


an:mals held sacred by that people, and the Egyptian «^rrison, 
fearing to wound one of those holy animals, - ‘threw no dart, shot 
no arrow—and the city was taken without a blow. 

` Tf our strongholds are garrisone* only by .those who hold the 
Union so sacred that it must not be endangered by any measures 
of necessary self-defence ; if no’ gun is to be , prepared or fired at 
the advanci g enemy lest it might jar some pillar of this sacred 
Union, the fate of Pelucium will be our fate, and the fate of Egypt 
must be the fate of the South. The leaders of the “irrepressible 
‘conflict’? have but to mafshal their forces and march to a bloodless 


conquest. If the conquest is i' repressible, if a disgraceful and 


ruinous subjugation, er a triumphant resistance are the only alter- 
natives offered us, my counsel is to begin’ now to prepare to meet 
it; and if peaceful means cannot prevent the meddling Yankee 
from laying hands on our institution, repel their attacks by force ; 
and if th: Union fall in the conflict, it will only crush those who 
are the authors of the strife. 

I am aware that I touch rudely the most, cherished sentiments 
of some of my fel ow-citizens, who have. been taught to regard 
the Union as the paramount political good, and who: believe that 
the Union of these States cost all the sacrifices made by the sires 
of the Revolution. 

I draw a different lesson from the history of that conflict. The 
fact that looms up on our vision, great and palpable as ». mountain, 
is this—that “the battles of the Revolution were foug: ut, not that 
the colonies might be united, but that the colonies might be free," 
and perish my name among nien if ever I am found setting the 
form of the goveinment above the freedom of this people. 

If the warning voice of the united South be unheeded; if the 
fear of losing the many advantages they now derive from this 
Union be insufficient to restrain a sectiorial majority from mani- 
festing their hostility to our institutions by the election of a Black 
Rrepublic an to the Presidency of the United States, I shall regard 


‘the institution of slavery so^seri usly threatened as tó justify Mis. 


sissippi in: asking for a Convention of ail the States "interested 
in its pe rpetuation, for the aduption of such measures às „the rep-

by fatal concessions, that she will be found willing and ready to 
maintain her inalienable right of self-government, even if com- 
pelled to defend it by a war as long as that by which it was first 
purchased. ‘Io nerve and sustain her in such a conflict the South 
has a better cau-e, double the population apd twenty times the 
resources of the thirteen colonies, and if we have only half their 
courage we may yet temain free. 

That wisdom may direct our councils, that all our acts may tend 
to the promotion of the safety and happiness of the people, let us 
invoke the aid of the Supreme Being, without whose blessing pat- 
riots, statesmen and warriors may be “faithful, wise and brave in 
vain.” ` l JOHN J. PEFTUS.

The first amendment repealing the tax upon ‘gales ofatticles of 
food by transient vendors miet the approval: of the ‘eornmittée ; but 
they thought-1—4 of one per cent fixed by the amendment too small, 
and they placed it at one half of one per cent, thou ha respecta. 
- ble portion of the committee were in favor of a still higher rate. 

lhe provisions ofthe substitute which proposed to levy atax 
of five per cent. on the invoice price of all vinous and spiritous 
liquors imported from other States for sale, was not approved by 
the committee. ‘They thought it would not accomplish the object 
aimed at. Its effect would be to make consumers become direct 
importers for their own use, and thus, without diminishing the’ 
amount of ardent spirits consumed in the State. would deprive the 
State of any revenue upon it, and ‘our citizens who participate in 
the traffic of their legitimate profits. 

The amendment proposing to repeal all laws taxing the sales 
of liquors by the gallon, met with still less favor at the hands of 
your committee,

Interest upon these Bonds, at the „rate of six per cent., was 
stipulated for; the interest on the first issue of $500,000 being

d This interest was paid by the Planters’ Bank, until the Ist of 
January, A. D. 1840, out of the dividends upon the Stock of the 
State. 

No regular payments of interest on these bonds have ever been 
made by the State. 

It appears by the Treasurer's books, and the books of the State 
Commissioner, that the sum of $99,442 75 of the bonds and 
coupons of the Planters' Bank, have been paid at different times, 
and the sum of $101,520 was paid out of the Sinking Fund, in 
payment of coupons of the Planters’ Bank Bonds, on the 30th 
November, 1858, and 5th July, 1859. 

After deducting the above payments, the principal and interest 
upon said bonds, . due up to the present time, would amount to about 
$4,000,000. The facts stated in this report are given from the 
best information within reach of the Auditor, and are not given 
with any pretence to exactness.

2. Resolved, That in the opinion of this Legislature there is no 
incompatibility in the Union of these States, as. now existing ; and 
no reason why entire harmony and concord should not: prevail 
among them. ‘I here is no aritagonism between the different sys- 
tems of labor and of social life that exists in them; aud no reason 
why, ifthe rights of each are respected by the others, the Union 
should not Le perfect and permanent. ; 

3. Resolved, "that the Union ot the States is desirable in every 
lipht; as a memorial of the dangers we have passed and the glory 
we have won; as a great National blessing ; as a sateguard and 
source of wealth and greatnessto each individuel State ; as an ex. 
ample of true Republicanism to the less favored uations of the world; 
as the home of free principles and the tountaiu of libeity to present 
and future ages. Its preservation and perpetuaticn will prove of 
inestimable value to the whole human race.

the comfort and welfare of the slavé, and so convenient and pfofi. 
table to the master, that they would not get rid of it if they could. 
So numerous are the slaves and so dependent on.their: owners, and 
at the sathe fimé so incapable of self-restraint, that'ihe termination 
of their relation’ would result i in the extermination of one race or 
the other. 

7, Resolved, "Fhat the Constitution of the United States, de- 
signed to establish the absolute equality of these States, protects 
the rights of the slave.lioider by express stipulation, to recover his 
fugitive: slave when he escapes into another State; and any inter- 
ference with that right by one of the.

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While preparing. to meet our Southern sister States to concert 
united action, would it not. be. well . fot Mississippi to.go,as -far as 
her constitutional obligations will permit, in so arranging hér rev- 
enue laws, as to make-her commerce less profitable. to those who 
make war on her rights, and those who neglect the performance 
of their duty, as citizens, by failing to go to the polls. and vote 
down the disturbers of the national peace ? If it is true that tens 
of theusands of citizens of the free States do not vote, who, if 
awakened to a full knowledge of their danger, would go to the 
elections and put out of power those who have been fanning the 
flames of discord between the sections, would it not be wise to 
make some effort to compel them to lift their eyes from their pri- 
vate affairs and give some thought to their constitutional obliga- 
tions to the citizens of the assailed States ? i 

I see no mode of awakening the attention of the Northern peo- 
ple to the injuries done, and the greater injuries threatened the 
Southern States, by the.anti-slavery men of the North, than by 
refusing, as individuals, to continue to be. their customers for the 
various commodities manufactured by them ; and, as States, by 
imposing a tax on such commadities when offered for sale by mer- 
chants, within the State. "The disregarding oftheir constitutional 
obligations, has been the cause of great loss of property to our 
citizens, and has eompelled the State to expend large sums of mo- 
ney in preparing means of defense; and, it is but just, that the 
State should collect her revenue, without special regard to the in- 
terest and convenience of those States that have exhibited no 
respect for our interest, our honor, or our safety. I, therefore, re- 
commend that such a tax, say five or ten per ceat., be levied on 
all goods, wares and merchandize, not manufactured in Missi:sip- 
pi, that may be offered for sale in this State, as will most effectu- 
ally relieve our citizens from the burthen of the expensive prepar- 
ation for their defense. 

Should some inconvenience result to us from this, I doubt not 
that ‘there will be found patriotism enough among the people to 
prompt them to imitate the example of their fathers, and submit 
to any privation, rather than continue to enrich those who persist 
in a course, which must end in the political degradation and pecun- 
iary ruin of themselves and their children hereafter. Should this 
course result in an increase of Southern Manufactures, it will. ren- 
der us more independent ; should it lead to a less expensive mode 
of living and dress, it will add to our prosperity as a people, and 
strengthen the State against her day of trial. ! 

Nor ought the literature of the North to beexempt from this tax, 
as it is the medium through whicli our enemies have sought te 
poison the minds of thè masses. ~ Ít should be madé to contribute 
to the cure of the evils it has caused ; and I, therefore, recommend 
the passage of a law requiring all book agents, who come: to this 
State for the purpose of soliciting subscriptions for any book mot 
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soe F T

Srr,--In November 1859, there was paid into the T reasury on 
account of purchase of Internal Improvement Land, nine hundred 
and seventy.six forty ($976 40) dollars--the parties paying this 
amount did not have the 'T'reasurer's receipt recorded in this office, 
and consequently the payment was unknown to the Auditor. 

After my report in January last, the above omission was detected, 
and I therefore make this as a supplemental report charging the 
Treasury department with the above sum $(976 40) as Additional 
receipt for 1859.

State Treasury, during the time of rebuilding and refitting the 
factory, for manufacturing purposes, in the mean time, the number 
of convicts has so increased, as to require additional machinery, and 
perhaps additional buildings to be erected before all the convicts 
could be employed in manufacturing cotton and woolen fabricks ex- 
clusively ; tools and material were purchased at considerable ex-

The bill proposes to confer upon the Judge of Probate the power : 
to appoint a Trustee in a deed of trust, in case the Trustee origin- 
ally appointed Y ihe parties has died, resigned or become other. 
wise incompetent to act. ‘The amendment proposed to the bill 
prohibits such appointment unless upon notice to the opposite 
party by the party applying for the appointment. 

We think this bill defective in its provisions even if it were in 
the power of the Legislature to impose this duty or confer this au- 
thority upon the Probate Judge or the Probate Court. But your 
committee are of opinion that it is not in the power of the Legis- 
lature to pass the pfoposedlaw. It undertakes to confer the exer- 
cise of chancery jurisdiction upon a person or a tribunal not au- 
thorized by the Constitution toexecute it, Chancery Courts “with 
full jurisdiction in matters of equity," are held in every county in 
the State. "The appointment of a trustee is unquestionubly an ex. 
ercise of the power of a Chancellor. It appertains to “a matter 
of equity," and therefore, it can only be performed by a court to 
which “full jurisdiction" on that subject has been intrusted by the 
Constitution. 

But were this otherwise, it is, in the opinion of your committee, 
not expedient to place the exercise of such an authority in the 
Probate Judge, in the mode suggested by the act. It would jeo- 
pard the history and record evidence of title to real estate, and 
would work injuriously in its practical operation. "The bill makes 
no provision for preserving a record of the proceedings.before the 
Probate Judge to obtain the appointment nor of his judgment on 
the application; and upon a question arising many years after a 
sale had been made by one of these substituted trustees, it might be 
difficult to establish by proof the action ofthe parties and the Judge 
in the premises. E - 

Ín addition, your committee are of opinion that this whole mat. 
ter may be readily adjusted by the acts ofthe parties themselves 
at the time of executing such deed of trust. They may confer 
upon either party to the deed or the holder of the indebtedness for 
which the deed is given as security, the power in either of the 
given cases, to substitute by deed under his own hand a new trus. 
tee for the one thus incapable of aetion ; and by the due acknowl. 
edgement and record of such deed of substitution, all difficulty will 
be obviated ; the deed ot trust can be enforced and the claim of ti- 
tle be preserved complete on the record. 

But there is now ample power in the Chancery Courts to make

Have had the subject under consideratign. and have instructed 
me to report that it appears from the aupplemental report of the late 
Auditer of Public ‘Accounts, which brings down the business of 
that office to the first day. ofthe present.year that there was on that 


AlT , , 
day a deficiency in the State Treasury to meet.the warrants drawn 
upon it of the sum of $111,138. 755. -and that by the first day of 
November next this: deficiency to meet the ordinary and: necessary. 
wants of the government will have increased to the sum. of $162,- 
132 52. “These calculations have been made by the, Auditor upon: 
the estimates furnished: by his office, and upon a very. moderate 
allowanee ofthe sum of $50,000 for probable appropriations at the 
present adjourned, session of the Legislature. The Auditor's estima-- 
tates of the indebtedness of the State to be provi ied for ineludes the 
sum of sixty thousand dollars ofthe three. per cent. fund. due. the 
counties under the distribution act of Dec. 3, 1858. 

Your committee have revised carefully the estimates and calcu. 
lations of the Auditor and haveng doubt of their entire correctness 
and that there will be on the first day of November next:an excess 
ol disbursements over receipts, not less and probably greater than 
that stated. [t has. not been deemed necessary to reproduce 
these calculations in this report because they have been, already . 
laid on the desks of members inthe supplemental report already 
referred to, 

'The first question presented to your committee was: How to 
provide forthe existing deficiences in the’ Treasury to meet the 
‘warrants .already drawn and hereafter, to be drawn upon it; 
a deficiency which must increase until the incoming revenue shall, 
be paid in ; and which will then only be temporarily decreased un- 
til that income is exhausted, when, it will ‘again increase and be- 
come lar ger than ever. . This deficiency í alls almost exclusively i in 
its oppressive operation upon our own citizens. It is felt in its 
hardest form by oyr public officers all over the State who draw their’ 
salaries and in many instances their entire, means of livelihood 
from the "Treasury of the State. These salaries are meagre enough 
when paid punctually to their full, amount, But when the faithful. 
public servant -has laboriously earned the amall M enin. 
which the State allows and he presents his w: arrant for bis pay, it 
is an unjust hardship that he shall not only ! be sent empty away, 
but shall be compelled if he desire to realize . +y thing from the,. 
debt of the State to him, to suffer a considerai: — : count, the ate 
of which must grow gre iter as the probubility ot payment. is.re. 
mote. 

For these reasons and because it i$ the duty ofthe State to be 
just and to meet promptly all her admitted obligations, and if she 
fail todo so to make the usual compensation to those who are in- 
jured by lier default; Your committee have thought that the State 
ought to pay interes on thé warra:ts drawn and to be drawn en 
the Treasurer to meet which there may be no funds in the, T'reasu- 
ri; and they have accordingly instructed me to draw up and offer 
for the action of the House the acc: mpanying bill making, such . 
provision, and to ask its passage, by the House. H is marked, 
No. I.

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Owing to the advanced season of thé year, the fact that many 
persons have already paid their taxes and especially those who pay 
at the Auditor's office, and the almost impossibility without pro- 
ducing great confusion of collecting an’addtional tax for the present 
year, your committee have considered it inexpedient to recommend 
any change in the revenue law to take effect during the present 
fiscal year; but they are of opinion that an additional tax is indis- 
pensable, if the State does not desire to be annually a defaulter, or 
ifthe means to'defray the ordinary and necessary expenses of her 
present frugal and ecomonical government, ` > ` 

In considering this subject your committee desired to make the 
fewest changes in the revenue law that would accomplish the «e- 
sired e d; and at tne samé time to levy the increased tax upon 
those articles which at present were most lightly burthened. Your 
comnittee were of opinion Jhat this increased tax should bé made to 
fall exclusively upon land and slaves. 

It appears from the returns to the Auditor last year that there 
"were in the State 397,507 slaves. It isa very moderate estimate 
to allow that hy the next assessment the number will have increas- 
ed to 400,000. At present the rate of tax is a per capitum one of 
forty cents ; by increasing this tax fifty per cent., it will increase 
the revenue of the State $80,000 per year, and not constitute an 
oppressive or burthensome tax upon the slave owner, as it will 
then be-butsixty cents per head. — — ' l 

Under the present revenue system the lands in the State pay 
sixteen cents upon every $100. "The revenue derived from this 
source heretofore has been $236,506 34 per annum, and in view 
of the completion of the different railroads in the State and the 
generally prosperous condition of the counties it is not probable 
that the income from this source will not fall below that sum for 
the next year at the present rae. By increasing this tax twen- 
ty five per cent., and making it 20 cents on the $100, paid it, it 
will also increase the annual revenue of the State about $60,000. 

And from these two sourcesalóne a sufficient sum will be easily 
realized to supply the deficiency that will exist next November in 
the Treasury, and to prevent the happening of a similar‘occurrence 
so mortifying to every citizen of the State who’ desires that the 
State shall meet all its admitted obligations punctually and that her 
‘Treasury shall never be totally bankrupt and her warrants hawk- 
ed about among biokeis and money lenders, and made the subject 
of jest and sneers. E « 

Your committee have therefore instructed me to prepare the ac- 
companying bill No. 2., making these alteratións in the present 
revenue system and to ask its adoption by the House. 

Your committee have also thought that in view of the present 
condition of the Treasury the operation of the act distributing the 
three per cent. fund among the diflerent counties aiready referred 
o, by which sixty thousand dollars will be drawn out of the State 
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Treasury ought to be suspended for about twelve months; «until Hte ` 
the revenue.of the State can accommodate sufficiently to meet-the - 


requirements of the act, ‘Fhey have.considered this but an aet-of 
simple justice to.the salaried officers of the State and others-hav- 
ing meritorious demands against it. . The State should be just: be- 
fore it is* liberal and. should always pay .her debts betore she.com- 
fers bounties ; and wher she is called upon to select between dis- 
chargigg an obligation and perfecting a gift, she shouldnet hesitate 
as to the choice. .
